Bus to end, but service goes on 


Local bus route will pick 
up runs to Heritage Hall, 
industrial park

Aug. 25 is the end of the line for the 
PVTAs express bus serving the Agawam 
Industrial Park and Heritage Hall. 

Thanks to lobbying by the West of the 
River Chamber of Commerce and other 
local voices, however, it isn't the end of 
service to those two locations. While the 
Pioneer Valley Transit Authority voted on 
July 19 to eliminate the R14E route, and 
its four weekday trips, the bus agency also 
added four weekday trips to the R14 local 
bus. Instead of tying Springfield to North 
Agawam and Feeding Hills, these new

four trips will serve the industrial park 
and Heritage Hall. The new R14 service 
schedule takes effect Monday, Aug. 28. 

The PVTAs director of planning and 
operations, Joshua Rickman, said this 
week that even with the new runs, the 
elimination of the R14E will save the cash- 
strapped transit authority $20,000 over 
the next 10 months. 

Current PVTA service to Feeding Hills 
runs hourly on weekdays, leaving Union 
Station in Spring field at 6:10 and 7:20 a.m., 
then half past the hour from 8:30 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m., arriving in Feeding Hills Cen- 
ter roughly half an hour later, then back 
to Union Station about a half hour after 
that. The bus follows Memorial Avenue 
past the Big E, and over the bridge into 
Agawam. In town, the bus winds through 
the North Agawam neighborhood and 
then travels over either North Street in

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Cohen, Rheault make it 22 in race for Council

Richard Cohen will be on the ballot, af- 
ter all, for the 10th town election in a row. 

Just a couple weeks after announcing 
that he will not run for re-election as may- 
or — ajob he has held for all but two years 
since 2000 — Cohen said last week that he 
plans to run for City Council this November. 

He's joining the widest field of candi- 
dates in recent years, with 22 declared 
candidates as of Monday. Donald Rheault, 
the last council incumbent who had not 
yet taken out nomination papers for the 
November ballot, started collecting sig- 
natures for his own re-election this week. 
Ten of the 11 current councilors are now 
running for re-election; Council President 
Jimmy Cichetti is running for mayor. Also 
running for mayor are Vakny Chonmany 
and William Sapelli. 

Candidates for mayor, City Council and 
School Committee have until Aug, 24 to return 
their nomination papers to the town clerk 
with the signatures of at least 100 Agawam 
registered voters. So far, none of the three de- 
clared mayoral candidates has done so. 


Several council candidates have turned in 
their nominating petitions and been certified 
to appear on the ballot, including incum- 
bents George Bitzas, Cecilia Calabrese, Paul 
Cavallo, Robert Rossi, Anthony Suffriti and 
Richard Theroux, and challengers Billy Ches- 
ter, William Clark, Robert Magovern, Peter 
McNair, Joseph Moore and Douglas Reed. 

Those who have taken out papers, but 
not yet returned them, include Cohen and 
Rheault, as well as incumbents Christo- 
pher Johnson, Gina Letellier and Joseph 
Mineo, and challengers Michael Daley, Su- 
san Dawson, Charles Gaynor, David Morin, 
Ronald Wieners Jr. 

Five of the six School Committee mem- 
bers are running for re-election: Anthony 
Bonavita, Shelley Borgatti-Reed, Brian 
Burbank, Carmino Mineo and Wendy Rua. 
Three challengers are also in the running, 
Albert Christopher II, Kerri O'Connor and 
Tracy Wilkie. Out of the eight contenders, 
all but Burbank and Mineo have already 
been certified to appear on the ballot. 

Out of all of Agawamss elected town offi- 
cials, the only incumbent who has not tak- 
en out nomination papers is School Com- 
mittee member Diane Juzba.

Hearing on 
marijuana 
moratorium 
next month

Following a positive recommenda- 
tion by the City Council's Legislative 
Subcommittee, the council voted this 
week to hold a public hearing Sept. 5 on 
a proposal to block medical marijuana 
dispensaries until at least December 
2018. 

The moratorium was suggested by 
Mayor Richard Cohen, who last month 
criticized the council for not having re- 
sponded to the November 2016 state 
vote to legalize the sale of marijuana for 
recreational purposes. Though dispen- 
saries will largely be regulated by state, 
not local, agencies, individual towns will 
still have a say in where they are located, 
and Agawam zoning code is silent on 
the subject of marijuana. 

Many towns, including Southwick, 
are working on zoning updates that 
could restrict dispensaries to specif- 
ic, limited types of business areas. City 
Council Richard Theroux said that Aga- 
wam needs to act quickly to make sure 
it is not taken by surprise. He said the 
town took a chance by not enacting a 
moratorium before the state Legislature 
released its own update to the state law 
last month. 

“Luckily, we didn't get hurt in the leg- 
islation, Theroux said. “We could have 
ended up with a marijuana store next to 
the middle school? 

During the subcommittee meeting 
on Aug. 7, other councilors agreed a 
moratorium makes sense. 

“I dont think it’s going to hurt any- 
thing, Suffriti said during the subcom- 
mittee meeting. He noted that if the 
town passes a marijuana zoning law be- 
fore December 2018, the council could 
always vote to lift the moratorium early. 

Under the provisions of the new law, 
the state will begin issuing licenses for 
recreational marijuana dispensaries in 
July 2018. The state is already licensing 
medical marijuana dispensaries; under 
Agawams current zoning, those estab- 
lishments can be sited in any zone where 
retail is allowed.

Don’t lock pets in 
auto greenhouse 


f you wouldnt leave a baby unattended in a hot car, 
[os would you leave a pet? 

It may be the dog days of summer, but that 
doesn't mean pet owners should subject their furry 
family members to the season's sweltering days. With 
temperatures in Western Massachusetts reaching the 
80s and forecast to hover there this week, it’s import- 
ant to realize the effects of summer on those who cant 
boldly express just how hot they are — pets. 

While it may be convenient while you stop inside a 
store for a quick pick-up, it’s not the right thing to do, 
potentially fatal and it’s against the law. 

Last August, Gov. Charlie Baker signed “An Act Pre- 
venting Animal Suffering and Death, which “prohibits 
the confinement of animals to vehicles where they are 
subject to danger from extreme weather conditions, 
limits the length animals can be tethered outdoors, 
and enables first responders and bystanders to assist 
in their rescue. 

With this legislation, both public safety officers 
and bystanders are able to enter a vehicle to rescue an 
animal on a hot day after calling 9-1-1, with immunity 
from civil or criminal liability. Those who leave pets 
in vehicles during extreme weather will be subject to 
a fine. 

Cars become ovens during the summertime, in or 
out of a heat wave. According to a study of 16 vehicles 
conducted between the summer months of May and 
August by the San Francisco State University Depart- 
ment of Geosciences, the average temperature inside 
of a vehicle rises 19 degrees within 10 minutes. In 20 
minutes, the temperature rises 29 degrees. After 30 
minutes, the temperature rises by 34 degrees. And af- 
ter one hour, the temperature rises an average 43 de- 
grees. The study found leaving the windows partially 
open does little to reduce a vehicles interior tempera- 
ture. 

Coloring of a dashboard and seat matter, too — 
the darker the color, the hotter it will become. A dark 
dashboard or seat can reach temperatures between 
180 to 200 degrees Fahrenheit in the sun. Water boils 
at 212 degrees Fahrenheit. 

It doesn't take long for a pet to overheat or experi- 
ence heat stroke when left in a vehicle. Symptoms of a 
dog in trouble include excessive drooling, heavy pant- 
ing, rapid or difficulty breathing, staggering, weakness 
and disorientation. Heat stroke occurs when a pet's 
temperature rises above 106 degrees. Animals affect- 
ed by heat stroke can die in minutes without immedi- 
ate, proper attention. 

During these dog days summer — and even in ex- 
treme temperatures on the colder end of the scale — 
remember: You wouldnt leave a human child in your 
care locked in a hot car. If you care for your pets, dont 
do it to them, either.

Golf Course should have enough cash to repair roof 


Back in June, the mayor proposed fund- 
ing anew roof at Agawam Golf Course from 
tax revenues. I expressed my opinion that 
golf operations in general, and the roof in 
particular, should not be subsidized by 
taxpayers. We've subsidized the course too 
much already — nearly $500,000 to date. 
Instead, I opined that roof repairs/replace- 
ment needed immediately should be fund- 
ed from golf operations, buying the course 
more time to prove that it can be a viable 
operation and for other options to be ex- 
plored. The City Council rejected the may- 
ors proposal by an 8-1 vote. 

Now the financial results are in for the 
past fiscal year. It turns out that the course 
generated a decent level of revenue during 
the second half of spring, especially given 
the wet weather. Even more significantly, 
costs were tightly controlled. The result is 
that the course, while losing $35,000 from 
operations and spending $75,000 on capital 
equipment during the year, still had more 
than $60,000 left in retained earnings. 

Based on this information I’m at a loss as 
to why the mayor hasn't put forward a new 
proposal to fund the base bid for roof work 
($53,500) and gutters and downspouts 


($1,950), detailed in your June 15 edition, 
from retained earnings. While I under- 
stand that there are byzantine state rules 
about funding projects from retained earn- 
ings while the past year’s results are under 
audit, they should not prevent this project 
from going forward. The remaining funds 
werent generated during the year under 
audit. Furthermore, immediate funding for 
an emergency is allowed. It was done last 
fall for another project. Based on all your 
reporting, our banquet room is at risk and 
suffering damage, particularly from the 
torrential downpours weve had this sum- 
mer, Id imagine. It’s an urgent matter, per 
the head of Building Maintenance. 

Let's move forward with the work, and 
then see if AMGC can sustain itself from 
now on. Toward that end, some promotion 
is needed. Your coverage of the youth sum- 
mer camp was great. Letters, articles and 
notices of events (seemingly rare at AMGC, 
this year) are good. Some inexpensive ad- 
vertising, improved email content, and 
positive word of mouth from town officials 
would also be helpful.

Those times, which differ from 
the R14E’s schedule, were chosen 
based on the employee shift sched- 


ule at Heritage Hall and at several 
industrial park employers, Rick- 
man said. He said Robin Wozniak, 
director of the West of the River 
Chamber of Commerce, was instru- 
mental in making the PVTA aware 
of employees needs. 

Businesses had complained 
about the schedule of the R14E, 
which arrived in the industrial park 
at 7 a.m. — too late for employees 
to clock in for shifts that start at 
7. Similarly, the R14E’s afternoon 
pickups at 2 p.m. and 3:30 p.m. 
were too early for the typical work 
shifts that end at 3:30. 

Announcing the proposed R14E 
cut at a public hearing in June, 
Rickman had said that the PVTA 
was already planning to reroute 
the R14 to serve the industrial park. 
Heritage Hall, however, was not 
included in the plans until admin- 


istrators and employees of the as- 
sisted living facility campaigned to 
retain their bus stop. 

They will actually see more bus 
service than the industrial park, as 
one Saturday bus trip will stop at 
Heritage Hall at 3 p.m., after orig- 
inating in Springfield at 2:10 p.m.

The R14E was targeted for cuts 
this year because of low ridership. 
According to the PVTA, the ex- 
press bus served an average of 3.3 
to 6.7 riders per trip, depending 


serves 9-10 riders per trip, and the 
R10 — the bus from Springfield 
to Westfield via downtown West 
Springfield — serves 14 to 20 riders 
per trip. Rickman said the R14's rid- 
ership level is considered healthy, 
and the route is not in danger of 
being cut. 

Fares on the R14 are the same 
as they were on the R14E, a base 
fare of $1.25, with certain discounts 
available for seniors or regular 
commuters. 

Rickman said the PVTA is not 
planning any other changes to the 
R14 route, but said the upcoming re- 
construction of the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge — which connects Memorial 
Avenue to Agawam — could entail 
a rerouting of bus service if bridge 
lane closures cause traffic jams.

He said “the office does 
not act on speculations’ and the only item 
the Planning Board has on its plate right 
now is the zoning change. 

Nonetheless, site plans dated June 20, 
authored by Atlantic Design Engineers Inc. 
and on file with the City Council and plan- 
ning offices at Town Hall, show two large- 
scale solar arrays covering 37 percent of 
the back parcel — approximately 22 acres. 
Text accompanying the plans notes that 
“the proposed location of the solar array 
is situated over 2,000 feet away from Shoe- 
maker Lane and is not anticipated to have 
a negative visual impact on the area, and 
“the proposed solar array is not located 
within a densely settled area and, therefore, 
it is not anticipated to have a negative visu- 
al impact to existing residential abutters’ 

According to the site plan, the nearest 
dwelling is about 1,760 feet away from the 
solar array. 

Any town resident is welcome to speak 
at the Planning Board's hearing on Aug. 17. 
The board will then make a recommenda- 
tion to the City Council, which anticipates 
holding its own public hearing on Sept. 18. 

The council requires a two-thirds vote 
to pass a zoning change.

ust as Agawams National Night Out wound down, a 

State Police helicopter swooped down from the sky 

for a surprise landing at School Street Park — the per- 

ct ending the Aug. 1 event that had begun two and a half 

hours earlier with the arrival of another copter, an Army 
National Guard Blackhawk. 

“Having two helicopters this year was a huge highlight 
of the night, said Agawam Police Officer Robert Burke, 
who organized the event. Another high point for Burke was 
the estimated crowd of nearly 4,000 people, which made 
2017's the largest National Night Out in Agawam since it 
began five years ago. 

“Every year the crowd gets bigger and bigger — and I 
hope that trend continues for next year, he added. 

Burke, who was responsible for bringing the nationwide 
event to Agawam, said he tries to make the event “bigger 
and better” every year. This year, a State Police tactical re- 
sponse team and dive team were added to complement the 
two helicopter arrivals. 

“Its hard to point out just one thing that makes this 
event so great, but everyone from the participating depart- 
ments volunteers their time and resources. That’s what re- 
ally makes this event so successful every year, said Burke. 

National Night Out is intended to feel like an old-fash- 
ioned neighborhood block party, with many community 
groups joining the various public safety agencies. The event 
is sponsored by the mayor's office and the Agawam Police 
Department, with the goal of promoting police-communi- 
ty partnerships. 

People from Agawam and surrounding communities 
learned what public safety agencies do to protect citizens 
while enjoying a “neighborly” night out. And, once the safe- 
ty gear packed up, it was time for a free concert. The Min- 
nesota country music band Trailer Trash took center stage 
at the park's Darcy B. Davis Jr. Band Shell to play a variety 
of music from the American hit parade.
